POINTS ON LANDSCAPING YOUR HOME 


1. Plan for year around beauty with evergreens to set off the house in 
winter as well as flowers for summer beauty. 

2. Work out a rough plan for your home, dividing your lot into three parts, 
as follows—A Public area, to be viewed from the street; a Service area, for 
clotheslines, utilities, vegetable garden, etc.; and a Private area, for picnics and 
relaxation. 

3, Foundation Planting — Your Foundation planting should be planned so 
as to provide a frame for your house. The shrubs should always be planted so 
as to emphasize the beauty of the house and never to obscure it. Always keep 
the mature height of the plants in mind. Use plants which blend well together 
and you may use groups of various shade or types of evergreens which appeal 
to you. Planting should soften the harsh corner lines of the building, give 
emphasis to the doorway, and make the house a part of the landscape. 

4. Shade trees should be planted with their mature size in mind. Plant 
in front to frame the house, not to hide it. 

5. Plant early blooming flowers and shrubs so that they may be seen from 
inside your house. Summer blooming shrubs are recommended for your picnic 
area. 

6. A free bulletin, “Landscaping Your Home Grounds” by H. O. Perkins, 
may be obtained by writing the University of Connecticut, or from any Extension 
or Farm Bureau office in the state. 

7. We have a free booklet, “How to Plant”, available at our nursery. Ask 
for your copy.

Strawberries and strawberry plants have been a major crop on the Holdridge 
farm for more than 25 years. To continue to make a success in this business, we 
have had to keep up with all the new developments in this crop. We are con- 
tinually carrying on experiments to find out the better and the more economical 
ways to raise berries. The result of our work is passed on to our strawberry cus- 
tomers in better plants and in any advice which we may give. 


PLANT PROSPECTS FOR 1958 

In spite of the extremely dry weather of last summer, our 5 acre bed made 
wide rows of plants in nearly every variety excepting the everbearing varieties. 
We expect at this time to be able to fill our normal amount of orders but we still 
advise that you order early and set your bed very early. 


WEEDER GEESE 

Again last year we used weeder geese on our strawberry fields. They kept the 
fields clean of grasses and of many kinds of weeds. We were well pleased with 
their work and will use them again this year. 


COLD STORAGE PLANTS 

We have already dug and in our storage about 60,000 plants. We will have 
plants of all varieties ready as early as you can plant this spring. During the spring 
we dig daily, trim and put the plants into the the cold storage box within hours. 


Our Program for Good Strawberry Plants 


1—All planting stock is now rated as essentially “virus free” in all of the 
varieties in which this stock is available. 

2—Absolutely no “red stele” disease has ever been found on this farm. 

3—All planting stock was dipped before planting to kill any possible nema- 
todes. In all our digging this past fall, not one nematode was found. We believe 
that all our stock is free of nematodes. 

4—Our whole bed was treated with chlordane before planting to control any 
and all root eating insects. 

5—A heavy fertilization program keeps our plants growing well over a long 
season. 


EVERBEARING STRAWBERRIES 


Strawberries of the everbearing varieties may be planted this spring and will 
start to bear fruit about the middle of July and will bear continually until cold 
weather arrives. 

Everbearing varieties of strawberries do not make very many new plants and 
we recommend that all runners be kept picked off so that all the strength will go 
into the fruit. It is also recommended that some type of mulch be placed around 
each plant so that the berries will be clean. 

Everbearing strawberries, planted this way, will not bear the great amounts 
of berries next June that the regular varieties do so we recommend that not more 
than one-third of your bed be of everbearing varieties.
